ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. : ‘th the 
TH season commenced at this house on Tuesday evening Wi bled 
glorious “ Massaniello,” and a large and brilliant audience seen fs 
to witness the performance. The theatre, not before it require ve 
has undergone thorough repair and re-decoration, and now presen 
an appearance far more beautiful than it did even on its eeehe 
night. The opera was preceded by the National Anthem, sung by 
the chorus singers with great effect, and was reccived with strong 
enthusiasm. Phe audience were willing to be pleascd, and the really 
magnificent performance of the brilliant overture drew down such a 
storm of applause that the conductor had no alternative but to repeat 
it. The enthusiasm thus excited must, we imagine, have been even 
more gratifying to Signor Costa than the vociferous greeting which 
hailed his first appearance in the orchestra. We have certainly never 
heard the overture executed with such wonderful force and precision. 
The accompaniments throughout the opera wore admirably rendered ; 
the chief solo performers acquitting themselves te perfection in their 
various tasks, and the first clarionet player particularly distinguishing 
himself, The choristers, too, were most superb, Nothing could 
be more spirited than their rendering of the lively and bustling 
music of the seashore and market scenes, while the firm and steady 
singing gave avery impressive effect to the celebrated unaccompanied 
PERE well-known prayer. The scenery is the same as Jast year, nor 
could it possibly be improved. As ‘the hero, M, Naudin was mos 
favourably received by the audience, his stirring duet with M. Faure, 
the Pietro of the evening, being encored with striking enthusiasm. 
M. Faure ir # great improvement on Signor Graziani in the character 
of Pietro, and was much applauded. Malle. Battu was again the 
clever Rlvira, Signor Baraldi the careful Alfonso, and Mdlle. Salvioni 
the graceful exponent of the dumb girl /enella's sufferings. The 
mcidental ballet introduced two new danseuses, Mdlles. Montero and 
Duriez, who will prove decided acquisitions, To-night, Saturday, 
Malle.

As we announced in our last week’s issue, this theatre was filled on 
the occasion of Mr. Sothern’s farewell benefit—a farewell, however, 
which playgoers will be glad to learn is only for a. season. The long- 
sustained and still uniisgeing popularity of Mr, Sothern’s marvellous 
impersonation of Lord Dundreary is a dramatic henomenon~yet: it 
ean Cause no surprise to those who comprehend the real merits of the 
performance. It is not onl y irresistibly humorous, but psychologically 
true. Not that Lord Dundreary is to be looked upon as a special type 
of aristocratical imbecility. That he is a lord is a mere dramatic 
accident, for his intellectual kindred are to be found in every class, 
His muddle-headed logic—sometimes reasoning rightly from wrong 
Premises, sometimes reasoning wrongly from right ones —is reflected 
constantly in Parliament, on the platform, and in the drawing-room ; 
and it is to the recognition of this fidelity to nature as much as to its 
cverwhelming Spoilers that the great and legitimate success of this 
performance must be fairly ascribed. Atthe end of .“ Our American 
Cousin,” in which he played as admirably as ever, Mr. Sothern came 
forward in obedience to an enthusiastic call, and spoke as follows :— 
“Tt affords me infinite gratification, ladies and gentlemen, to receive 
80 very hearty a tribute at your hands upon the occasion of this my 
386th porformance of the character of ‘Dundreary. After so 
Jouigthened and continuous a representation it might fairly have 
bevome unpalatable, but your happy presence and enthusiasm to-night 
Indicate that even further doses might be adminstered with safoty. 
(iiear, hear, and laughter.) However, I have felt that a change of 
air and scone would be desirable, and on Monday next I commence an 
engagement in my native town of Liverpool. Under these circum. 
stances, fate wills us to be strangers until Christmas next. You may 
then perhaps extend your generous favour to—‘ Brother Sam’ (great 
oxpressions of approval); but mind, if successful, he may inundate 
you with the entire family-——father, mother, sister, brother, nurse, and 
a terrific chain of cousins. (Loud Jaughter.) Amongst the innumer- 
able reports which are constantly going of in society, one is, that ‘The 
«td Dundreary ’ is going iato a galloping consumption. He is. going 
mto nothing of the kind. Dees he look like it ? (Roars of Jaughter, 
snd ‘Not a bit of it’) 1 beg confidently to intimate, as one knowing: 
fomething about the matter, that he never was better in all his Jife. 
(* Serve you right,’ and cheering.) Perhaps T may refer incidentally 
to his lordship’s birth. He was born, then, oddly enough—(a Jaugh) 
-—not that it was odd that he was born—(laughter)—becanse that’s 
ene of those sort of things that might occur ‘to any fellah ’— (the 
laughter was here was pipet Ribas was he born oddly; but-— 
but in the usual way. (Great aughter.) However, oddly enough, 
he was born on the Ist of April—yes on the Ist of April—(renewed 
Jaughter)—the day on which he now, for a time, takes his farewell, 
with a grateful and deeply-marked remembrancp of your great and 
distingui#hed patronage.”—Mr, Sothern then retired, and another ont:

| humoured jokes and quips he would 


her, and make her an offer of his love. His end effected, he is about 
to depart, when they discover they are a couple who were intended 
for each other by their mutual friends, the Zomkinsons, whom they 
expect by the next train from Dover, whereupon they see no objec- 
tion to carry out their friends’ intention, so take hands and the 
curtain falls. This trifle owed its success entirely to the acting of 
Miss Sedgwick and Mr. G. Vining, the latter of whom—especially in 
his assumption of the housebreaker, after the old Victoria standard 
exhibited a piece of rich extravagance which raised a hearty roar 
of laughter. A more meritorious contribution was the novelty that 
followed, from the pen of Mr. Byron, in’ the shepe of a burlesque, 
called “Beautiful Haidée,” which. as the bills tells us, is a pasticcio of 
the well-known episode in “Don Juan,” the ballad of “ord Bateman,” 
and the legend of “Lurline.” The writing of this burlesque displays 
many touches of genuine humour, and a_ pleasant exuberance 
throughout, which belong to the soul of extravaganza. In addition 
to this, it"has the merit that its structure has permitted the introduc- 
tion of some graceful spectacle, so that in one or two of the scenes— 
those of the Mermaids’ Haunt especially-—this comic effusion almost 
rises to the level of a fairy drama. The first scene represents ‘ ‘The 
Shore of a Grecian Island after a Storm,” where we are introduced 
to the beautiful Haidée and her pretty “parlour-maid,” Zoe, sadly in 
want of some society, and more especially of the rougher sex, when 
the billows are so complaisant as to bear from a wreck and cast at 
their feet the English nobleman, Lord Bateman, aud his devoted tiger 
and companion. Love instantly ensues between the two couple, and 
is followed by a pleasant parody on the garden scene of “The Lady 
of Lyons,” which, however, has been done to death by Mr. Byron on 
former occasions; and we are then carried to an apartihent in the 
pausce of Lambros, the father of Haidée, and a retired pirate, who 
appens to be dreadfully in debt, and more especially to Desperado, 
the captain of the Salee Rovers, who presently makes his appearance, 
and not finding he can get his money, is about to assassinate his 
debtor, when Haidée enters to. prevent him, and he finds himself 
struck instead. Demanding the young lady’s hand as a receipt in 
full for his account, and Tang refused, he carries her off; and we 
are then introduced to the deck of the rover’s vessel, where we dis- 
cover her a prisoner, together with her maid, her lover, and his 
tiger. A ternble combat then enswes between them, which winds up 
with the ship being wrecked, and Lord Bateman going to the 
bottom, which brings us to the-Mermaid’s Haunt, where Coralie, the 
daughter of a sea king, is found, like Haidée, in want of a lover, and 
where Lord Buteman su plying the necessity, they make their escape 
to the surface on the fluke of an anchor, which is being hoisted. The 
next sceno brings us to a slave market, where we have Desperado 
and his prisoners, and a pleasant burlesque of the slave sale scene 
of the Octorvon, and where, when J/aidée and her companion 
are about to be disposed of, her anxious “parient” and the 
English lord rush in, and effect a general rescue, as well as a 
needed reformation, My Lord Bateman returns to his _allegi- 
ance to Haidée, and Desperado, tired of roving, offers his hand 
and wealth to Coralie. The acting of this burlesque was excellent 
throughout. Miss M. Oliver, as the Haidée, played and sang 
with spirit and graceful pleasantry. Miss Murray, as Lord Bateman, 
was a very winning suitor; Miss Hudspeth a pert little tiger, and 
Miss Helen Howard an engaging sea-nymph. Mr. Belmore, as the 
captain of the rovers, was a very superb specimen of the ruffian 
Fy bee accessible to the influence of gold and the tender passion. 
- Moreland, as the negro Muley, was a darkey Worthy of a band of 
meledists, and Mr. C. Seyton, as the old pirate Lambros, made his 
efforts very humorous, The scenery has been brilliantly painted by 
Mr. F, Lloyd, who was twice summoned by the audience to receive 
the proofs of their satisfaction. More brilliant specimens of scenic 
art have rarely been seen, and we must say that it was a direct 
insult to Mr. Lloyd to call in Mr. Beverley at Christmas to 
paint the scenery for the pantomime, which had not a tithe of 
the merit of that exhibited on this occasion. With such an artist as 
Mr. oe in the house, Mr. Beverley could have been well dispensed 
with. The music is agreeable, and has been composed and selected by 
Mr. Charles Hall, and the entire production excellently arranged by 
Mr. Roxby, the stage manager.

Mr. F. C. Burnanp has burlesqued the pathetic story of “ Acis and 
Galatea” for this house, and on Monday last it was produced before 
alarge and intelligent audience with a success of the most indis- 
putable character. Since the appearance of his burlesque sensation 
tale, ‘‘Mokeana,” in the columns of Punch, Mr. Burnand’s name 
has been constantly and deservedly on the lips of the million, and he 
is hailed asa great burlesque author, perhaps the greatest, of his school. 
His “‘Acis and Galatea” is well miodalleat told with prace and 
humour, and is full of well-sclected airs. In the delivery of the 
music Mr. Burnand has fortunately found many excellent singers 
in the Olympic company. Several of. the pieces sung by Miss 
Hughes would have been deservedly applauded on the English 
operatic stage, The production of “ Acis aud Galatea” has been the 
occasion of several first appearances on the London stage, Miss 
Annie Kemp, who sustained the part of Acis, is, we believe, an 
American lady, upon whose powers we will not at once venture to 
pass judgment. She appears to be well used to the stage, and pos- 
sesses a contralto voice of pleasing tone, though of no great power. 
Another lady, also quite new to London, is Miss J. Taylor, who per- 
formed the part of Phyllis—a love-stricken but high-spirited 
shepherdess, pursuing Acis with her unrequited suit. This débutante 
is a decided gain to the company. She is young, good-looking, 
evidently full of intelligence, and was received with marked favour 
by the audience, The sconery, though somewhat less highly 
finished than that which generally bears the Jong-famed names of 
Grieve and Telbin, is admirable. “A Rocky Shore on the Sicilian 
Const,” pleasantly recalling a similar scone in the well-remembered 
revival of “ Acis and Galatea” at Drury-lane twenty years afro, Was 
received with great applause. If we may trust to first-night appear- 
ances, we may augur a Jong run for “ Acis and Galatea ;” which, with 
Mr. Horace Wigan’s cleverly rendered three-act farce of “ Taming 
the Truant,” will make the Olympic bill of fare one of the most 
amusing in London this Master.

Morgiana “ isn’t love—it is im-morgiana-ation,” which excited roars, 
may be offered as a specimens of the better and worse class of 
punmanship, and an illustration of the influence which is brought 
to bear on the writer's choice of the two kinds. The posses- 
sion of the magic pass-word to the cavern, and the consequent 
enrichment of the impoverished woodman with its stores, involves no 
further departure from the story than the penalty prematurely paid 
by the rebellious Hassarac for his attempts to depose the ringleader 
of the band. In the next scene we have also the envy of Cassim 
Baba, and the shrewd device of his wife in rendering adhesive thé 
borrowed measure, duly manifested ; but the robber’s cavern whit 
follows makes known to us a new cpisede in the narrative, and we 
learn that, should a woman set foot within the enchanted precincts, 
the power of the audacious forty is suspended. Thus, when Cassim 
obtains the secret, enters the cave, and is abowt to be immolated for 
the intrusion, Morgiana, who has followed to save him, causes the 
band to be literally “struck all of a heap;” and, whilst they are 
reduced to the placidity of a group of waxwork, the intruders con- 
trive to effect their escape. Hassarac, however, has beforehand 
extracted from the male visitor the intelligence of Ali Baba’s pene- 
tration, and he assumes the disguise of the oil merehant, and conveys 
the troop in the jars, after the fashion of the Oriental tale Recog- 
nised by Morgiana, he gives her a phial of poison to kill the entire 
family ; but, though assuming assent, she devotes the contents of the 
bottle to the destruction of the concealed banditti; and administering 
the last drop to the thirsty lieutenant in a tumbler of lemonade, he 
too is disposed of, and Abdallah, deprived of all his associates, 
remains only to sue for pardon. The story thus told, in that 
style of punning dialogue with which the Strand audience has beet 
so long familiar, ‘and which a Strand audience, of all others, 8° 
thoroughly enjoys, serves to pass two hours very pleasantly.

Tux eighteenth anniversary festival of this society was held va 
Saturday night in the Freemasons’ Hall, It was at first intende' 
that Mr. Wilkie Collins should take the chair, but as that gentleman 
found it impossible to attend, owing to indisposition, Mr Charles 
Dickens evinced the deep interest which he takes in the Institution bY 
undertaking, on the short notice which it was possible to give under 
the circumstances, the duty of President. He was sup norted in the 
chair by Mr. Buckstone, Mr, T, P. Cooke, Mr, Ald. Phillips, Mr. 
Edmund Yates, Mr. Alired Wigan, Capt. Ward, Serjeant Ballantine 
Dr. Hastings, M.D. (the honorary physician), &e. ‘Che general com 
pany nurabered about 200, and amongst them we noticed Messi 
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Compton,. Chippendale, Stirling Coyne, Creswick, FE. L. Blanchard, 
Swanborough, sen., H. Howe, Henry Huggins, J. Pawle, &c. &c. A 
large number of ladies occupied seats on the dais and in the gallery 
at the foot of the hall, The musical arrangements, which contributed 
in a large degree to the pleasures of the evening, were under the

length of time in the same room, without the remotest danger of 
ever coming to words; and the loftiest tragedian that ever was or 
Vill Le might be doubled up, with his legs round his neck, and put 
uway in the same box with the reddest-nosed and the most flowered- 
Waistcoated of the comic countrymen, (Laughter.) Now these I 
considcred to myself were the points to be gained. On the other 
haud, there would be human interests to be lost, there would be the 
luman face to be lost, which, after all, does stand for a little ; and 
Jasl, not least, there would be that immense amount of comfort and 
Satisfaction to be lost which a Jarye number of well-meaning persons 
constitutionally derive from slightly disparaging those who entertain 
them, (Cheers and laughter.) Now, thos last high moral gratification, 
this cheap, this complacent self-assertion, 1 felt could not possibly be 
parted with; and, therefore, [ quickly came to the conclusion that 
we must have those wicked players after all. (Cheers and laughter.) 
Now, lacies and gentlemen, it san astonishing thing to me that there 
should be, aud taut there is, in a part of what we call the world, 
which certainly is m the main a kind, good natured, always 
steadily improving world, this curious propensity to run up a 
little score against, and, as it were, to be even with those who amuse 
or beguile them, “ ‘Phat man in the farce last night made me laugh 
so much,” says Portman Square, Esq., at breakfast, “that I hope 
there may be nothing absolutely wrong about him, but I begin to 
think this merning there must be.” (Laughter). “My degr,” says 
Mr. Baron Hill to Mrs, Baron Hill, “I was so profoundly affected at 
the theatre last night, and I felt it so very difficult to repress my sobs 
when the poor mad king listened in vain for the breathing of his dead 
daughter, that I really tel it due to myself rather to patronise that 
gentieman this moruing. I feel it a kind of compensation to myself 
to regard him as an extraordinary man, having no recognised business 
that can be found in the ‘ Post Office Directory,’ (Laughter), I 
feel it necessary to put up with him, as it were, asa kind of un- 
accountable creature, who has no counting-house anywhere ; in short, 
to bear with him as a sort of marvellous child in a Shaksperian po- 
cart,” (Roars of laughter.) Now, ladies and sentlemen, this is quite 
true, in a greater or less degree, 1 think, of al artists ; but it is par. 
ticularly tiue of the dramatic artist, and it isto me a source of wonder 
why it should be so, Surely, it cannot be because he dresses himself 
up Jor his part, for, as you all know very well, there is aw enormous 
amount ot dressing aud making-up going on in high stations all 
around us. I nover saw a worse make-up in the poorest country 
theatre thun I can see in thy House of Commons any night when there 
is a message from the Lords—(laughter)—and I assure you, on my 
personal veracity, that I have’ known a Lord High Chancellor 
at twenty-five shillings a week, who, in his wig and robes, looked the 
part infinitely better than the real article. (Much laughter.) Ladies 
and gentleraen, I think the secret cannot lie here. _T thiak the truth 
is, that this harmless disposition occupies a little quiet, out-of-the-way 
corner of our nature ; and I think it a little ungracious, and @ little 
Ungenerous, und certainly more so than itis meaut to be; and I 
always, whether in public or in private, on principle steadily oppose 
inyself to it for this reason, which I have endeavoured to explain to 

ou. Mr, Dickens then proceeded to make a powerful appeal on 

chalf of the Fund, and concluded by saying: “ By the remembrance 
of that fecling which has existed from your childhood until now—by 
the remembrance of that long glorious row of wonderful lamps—by 

1@ remembrance of that mysterious curtuin—by the remembrance 

of those enchanted people behind it--I entreat you not to go out into 
teat Queen-street by and by without saying that you have done 
Something for this fleeting fairyland which has done so much for you. 
(Loud cheers.) Ladies and gentlemen, I beg to propose to you ‘The 
toyal General Theatrical Fund,’ ” 
The toast was drunk upstanding, with three times three. — 
Mr, Bucxstoxe, who was received with much cheering, said: Ladies 
and Gentlemen —If there is any one circumstance that can make our 
festival of to-day more successful, more cheerful, and, I hope, more 
roiitable, than any of its seventeen predecessors, it is in the auspicious 
‘act of the chair being occupied on this occasion by Mr. Charles 
‘ckens, To sce his face here again, to listen to his well-known 
Voice once more, most certainly illustrates the frequently repeated ex- 


like old times ;” and so it does, and, in one sense, quite refutes the 
assertion that we cannot recall the past, for with his presence, and 
with that of so many of our old supporters of the General Theatrical 
Fund, we do recall the past, and that, too, in the pleasantest and most 
genial way, (Cheers.) It is, however, necessary that I should explain 
the chief cause of Mr. Dickens being our chairman to-night, as to omit 
that explanation would be unjust toa highly gifted gentleman who 
was to have held that position this evening. Some months ago it was 
decided by the committee of our Fund to solicit the aid of Mr. Wilkie 
Collins, with which solicitation he complied in the most prompt and in 
the kindest manuer ; but in the course of time he was seized with an 
illness so serious that he was utterly prostrated. He wrote to acquaint 
me of it, though he still hoped to be here, and said, that “ if he could 
but stand on his legs he would keep his promise.” At last, not finding 
his health restored, he was compelled, much against his will, to declare 
the impossibility of his being able to attend. The time for this festival 
was fast approaching, and what to do the directors did not know. In 
this ariergeney: we applied to Mr. Dickens, who kindly consented to 
come to the rescue, and, happily, here he is, and here we are. Though 
I must inform you that Mr. Collins, in his last communication, told 
me he only looked upon his attendance as deferred, and, therefore, 
we still indulge in the hope of seeing him present at some future time ; 
while nothing, gentlemen, can ive a greater proof of the good feeling 
of Mr. Dickens towards our Fund than to tell you that this is the third 
time he has occupied the chair on this Occasion, and we all of us 
heartily hope it may not be the last. (Cheers.) We have now 
eighteen annuitants, receiving from thirty to nmety pounds per annum; 
of those eighteen you will be pleased to hear that fourteen are ladies, 
while the entire number are living in comparative comfort on what 
they are entitled to, and blessing the day when they first became 
subscribers to our Fund. During the past year we have paid to these 
annuitants no less a sum that £802 10s., while, after meeting many 
necessary expenses, which are set forth in our balance sheet, our 
invested capital, after this night js over, will not fall far short of 
£18,000, But, gentlemen, we are still compelled to be careful and 
cautious, and still compelled to call upon your generous aid in every 
way in our power ; for, over and above these eighteen annuitants, we 
shall shortly have five more eligible, and who will most probably 
claim their incomes, (Cheers.) And now, gentlemen, to stimu- 
late you to be liberal to-night, I have only to inform 
you that our good and gracious Queen still remembers the 
poor player, and that her sixteenth munificent donation of #100 
has been received. (Cheers.) Then is there not hope for the drama, 
and hope for its professors, when a raonarch in the midst of such 
affliction as she has suffered can send forth her aid to “us youth,” and 
encourage us to go on and prosper ; and is there not still further hope 
when we look to the Prince of Wales, ‘and see how often he has 
visited the theatres recently? Is there not hope in knowing that he, 
like his illustrious and lamented father, is fond of the drama? So is 
our Queen, his much beloved mother, whom at no distant date we yet 
trust and pray to seeagain amongst us. So was his great grandfather, 
George ILL, fond of the play; and to see the Prince like them, and 
following their example, is indeed “a joy” for.a long time, if not 
“for ever.” For what, gentlemen, would become of the noble drama 
of our country—what would become of the cheerfulness of the country 
if we had upon the thronea serious sovereign? ‘That there is a purty 
that would be glad of such a gloomy period we well know; but what 
is that party ?—of what manner of men is it composed? Why, of a 
class ef miserable people, who would deprive the hard-working public 
of fields and fresh air on a Sunday, and on that day, too, would have 
the audacity to “rob a poor man of his beer.” (Applause.) And now, 
gentlemen, there is a subject I would delicately touch upon, because I 
think the time is coming when what I would suggest must be done. 
You all know there are two large and wealthy dramatic funds, those 
of Drury-lane and Covent-garden, possessing between them nearly 
£200,000, The members of these tunds are fast dying off, and from 
the position of the two theatres, one of them no longer having any- 
thing to do with the drama, it is not likely that there will be many 
more claimants upon their capital, ‘then, what is to become of it? 
I certainly know a hale and hearty gentleman connected with one of 
these funds who maintains it to be a tontine, and, as he means to out- 
hve all the rest of the members, looks forward to the bappy day when he 
can pocket the entire capital for hisown use, (Laughter.) But, gentle- 
men, if the resources of these two large funds could be amalgamated 
with those of the General Fund, the Dramatic Sick Fund, and above all 
with the Dramatic College, what might not be done with such an 
amount of money? Ji it be not done, in a very few years the large 
capital. of the Drury-lane -and Covewt-garden funds will be 
lost to the dramatic profession, and the labours of such men as 
David Garrick, and the great actors and gentlemen who founded 
them, will have come to an ignominious end. (Cheers.) But, 
gentlemen, my vocation this evening is to plead to you in behalf of 
the fund you have come to serve, and on behalf of the members of a 
profession that you all admire ; for, if 1 could read the secrets of your 
hearts, 1 know I could puint owt many here who at some time or 
other in their lives have had a fancy for the stage, or whe have at 
least had a turn for dramatic writing. 1 know when I was notseven- 
teen years of age I wrote a tragedy myself, all in blank verse, aud 
which I had the temerity to send to the great tragedian of that day, 
the illustrious Kdmund Kean—(applause)—whosejopinion was that my 
subject was too repulsive for representation—(laughter); but shortly 
after, on becoming an actor myself in a barn at tings, this 
tragedian was lodging at a cottage on the coast of that town for the 
purpose of studying a new part. He recognised the young tragic 
poet, and, as my benefit was announced at that time, he called at the 
theatre, took two box tickets of me, and gave me two guineas for 
them, And, gentlemen, when U plead in behalf of the members of 
the stage and of the theatre 1 am pleading in behalf of an institution 
which you have ctten been told is an instructor. But, gentlemen, it 
is not only an instructor—it not only elevates the mind, exposes folly, 
and cultivates the fancy, but it is a physician, 43 I can show you by 
an anecdote. Eighteen years ago, when our first festival was given, 
Mr. Charles Dickens was our chairman on that occasion, as he now is 
our last. It took place on s Monday in Passion week. I was 
at Dumfries on the previous Saturday, and playing at the theatre there 
ou that evening. ‘The house was well filled, particularly the dress 
boxes, but the occupants of that part of the house, instead of being 
listless or inattentive, as they sometimes are in the London 
theatres, were uprourious in their laughter and loud in their 
applause, every joke or humoreus passage Was taken by them 
with immense expressions of delight, and the play ‘went off, 

as it is termed, triumphantly, At the end of it I remarked 
to the manager what an excellent audience it had been, and 
how every point was understood and appreciated, but particu- 
larly by the parties in the dress boxes; they laughed louder 
than any other persous in the théatre, “ Yes,” replied the manager, 
“they did enjoy themselves ainazingly, Do you know what they all 
are?” “No,” Taniw eed. “Well, sir,” said he, “ they are all mad 
people, (Laughter.) It is the system of our doctor at the lunatic 
asylum here to amuse his patients in every way in his power, and he 
had taken pretty well all the seats in the dress circle, and brought 
them here to entertain them, and afterwards the doctor informed me 
how much his party had been delighted, and how he was sure their 
coming to the play would do them great deal of good. (Increased 
laughter.) Gentlemen, seeing the ladies still seated by themselves, 
and cruelly parted from our sides, I must tell you it is yet an unde- 
cided point whether in future they shall not sit down and dine with 
us; but as I have promised to be chairman next Ash Wednesday, at 
another Dramatic Fund dinner, where ladies do sit down, I shall have 
an opportunity of observing how the system works—(laughter)—and 
if I tind it very comfortable, as I am certain J shall, I intend to 
recommend the directors of our Fund to do the same thing, and then 
you can bring your wives and sweethearts, and by your liberal 


clamation, when long-separated friends have met, “ Why, this looks 


sity for the detestable conscript system, 


everybody wants to hold a commission, 
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donations prove to them what noble and generous hearts you have 
given or have to bestow upon them. (Cheers.) And now, gentle- 
men, I have told you what we do with our money; you have seeu, or 
can see, our balance-sheet, you can be convinced that every penuy we 
receive and expend is put down, and that all our accounts are kept in 
a clear, honest, and straightforward way, and that so far from the 
actor being, as is vulgarly supposed by some persons, an improvident 
and careless person, you will tind him to be in matters of business a 
very good match for many of our City gentlemen ; therefore, knowing 
what we are, knowing the object for which we have met here to- 
night, I am convinced, when our polite stewards stand at your elbows 
with their little scraps of paper for you to fill up, you will largely and 
freely “post the coal,” (Loud cheers.) ’ 

The next toast was “The Drama,” with which the Ohairman 
conpled the name of Mr, Alfred Wigan. 

Mr. Wigan, in a few humorous and well-turned sentences, com- 
paula thet tho chairman should have forgotten his character for 

umanity, and been guilty of the eruelty of calliny on him, at ten 
minutes’ notice, to speak to a subject that would require years to 
expatiate upon (Laughter.) He was not aware that he had ever 
done the chairman any harm in hislife. (Langhter.) He believed 
that some years ago he acted in a piece which he wrote, but however 
badthe performance might have been, it was so long ago that he might 
have forgiven him, (Laughter.) There was an old Scotch woman who 
lived to a great age, but who was somewhat discontented with her lot. 
Jt was represented to her that she had a great deal to be thankful 
for, Sle was nearly ninety; she had had a large family of good and 
dutiful children ; she had had excellent health up to the time of hos 
mortal illness. All this was represented to her, and she admitted all 
this, but she said, “ Eh, Minister, he has taken it out of me in corns.” 
(Laughter.) In the same manner, much as he admised, much as ho 
esteemed, much as he wag indebted to Mr. Dickens, he should say 
that on that.occasion the chairman had taken it out of him in a 
speecu. (Laughter.) Itinight be objected, perhaps, that at the present 
time the drama did not represent any very great specimens either of 
writers or of the interpreters of writers; but they should bear in mind 
that every great art had its periods of deticit. The drama, at all 
events, that boasted of the name of Shakspeare was the greatest in the 
world; and although they might now have no Shakspeares aud no 
Garricks, still they had amongst them very great writers and very 
great creators. Nay, more, they had in the chaira man, perhaps, who 
had created more characters and called into existence more “creations 
than any man since the days of Shakspeare; and although he had 
not thrown those creations into the dramatic form, he had still so 
cultivated, so formed, and so prepared the mind of his time, that when 
the Great Dramatist came he would find them prepared to receive 
him. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Kpmunp Yares, in a highly eulogistic speech proposed the 
“ Wealth of the Chairman.” 

The toast was drunk with three times three. 

The Cuarrman briefly acknowledged the compliment, and proposed 
“The City of London and Mr. Alderman Phillips.” 

Mr. Alderman Pariiirs acknowledged the toast in brief but suitable 
terms, and expressed the pleasure which he derived in taking part in 
the proceedings of the evening. 

The toast of “The Ladies ” followed, and the company separated 


shortly after eleven o'clock, 


The subscriptions, which were announced by Mr. Cullenford, 
amounted to £376; the dinner sustained the reputation of the

THINGS THEATRICAL IN AMERICA. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
New York, March 24th. 

AMUSEMENTS have somewhat fallen off during the past week. ‘I'he 
Couscript Law may have had something to do with it, for every man, 
woman, and child is interested in this impressment Act, which will 
take about one able-bodied man out of every four to the war; it will 
thus be seen that two or three drafts will soon leave none but children 
and old men to manage our affairs. The people are pretty well dis- 
gusted with the way this unnatural civil war has been conducted all 
along; when they undertake to enforce the draft, this feeling will be 
manifested in more ways than one, This war is goiug to last just ay 
Jong as there's money to be made, and “that’s what's the matter !” 
It as a grand money-making speculation, and many of those holding 
high positions are lining their purses pretty well by it. There was u 
tine when all our young men would rush to arms without any neces - 
but now it is a hard matter to 
get a single volunteer. The poor private is of little or no account; 
and unless everybody gets 
one everybody prefers staying at home. 

As St. Patuick’s Day is a perfect gala day in this city, there was an 
immense procession of Irish regiments and Irish societies, all rigged 
out in their best, with a green sprig in their hats. Generally it rains 
like sixty, especially for this occasion, but the 17th of March of ’63 will 
be remembered as one of the most beautiful days we have had since 
last summer. Of balls, soirees, and parties on St. Patrick’s night there 
were legion, and nearly all the theatres produced an Irish piece in the 
evening. ‘There were no disturbances of any kind. Singularly enough 
it commenced raining just after midnight, so that all those bound to 
make a night of it, and not go home till morning, got pretty wet. 

At the Academy of Music Italian opera is being tried, but it does 
not pay. Our domestic troubles upset the opera entirely ; besides, 
they have not @ man smart enough to ‘work the machine.” When 
Jenny Lind first came to America the New York Acrald was paid anu 
enormous sum to praise the lady, and the Z'ribune just half the amount 
to abuse her; consequently, everybody got so interested in the Matter 
that they determined to hear the Swedish Nightiogale and judge fur 
themselves. It worked like a charm, and no singer, beforo or sincu, 
has created the furore that Jenny Lind did. 

Mrs. John Wood has finished her course at Laura Keene’s Theatre, 
and Miss Laura herself is the successor. She is playing a “ farewell 
engagement,” the bills say, but not for ever, as the lady is about 
erecting a new theatre farther up town. A new and original drama, 
written expressly for Miss Laura Keene, called “Jessie McLane,” was 
produced on the 23rd,

‘The seventh mile (35min 42sec) had expired and eight miles 
Occupied 40min 57sec. At this time Lang, according to tha time allowed 
at the start was first, White, second; Deerfoot, third; Smith, fourth; 
and Andrews, fifth. Nearly at the same ‘bat’ they pursued their 
onward course, The Seneca wonder accomplished nine miles in 46 min 
15 sec ; and the tenth mile in the most unprecedented time on record, viz., f/ty- 
One minutes twenty-six seconds! Atthia period the Indian had come up to Lang, 
and they were, consequently, on equal terms, both coming down the straight 
run nearly close together, and turning the corner abreast.
